PERILS OF FISHERMEN 


SOMETIMES BLOWN OUT TO SEA ON 
AN ICE FLOE. 


Hard Life of Newleundiand'’s Fishermen — 
They Eke Out a Miserable Exis:cnee — 
Fishing tm Sammer and Sealing in 
Wiater—Their Fendness fer Molasses — 
DiMeualtice of Parts’: Work. 

The news from St. Johns, Newfound- 
Jand, that in a recent blizzard a num- 
ter of Trinity Bay fishermen and seal 
hunters had been blown to sea on an 
ice floe and have only just teen res- 
cued, is but a repetition of similar ac- 
cidents which have happened off the 
shores of that rockboini island, writes 
@ correspondent. 

As many as forty of these islanders 
have perished on ice floes in a single 
wintry off-shore gale. Perilous, indeed, 
is the life and hard the lot of New- 
foundland’s hardy sons. 

While cruising along the coast of 
Newfoun:and I came on deck one 
morning. and looking s award saw 
what can only be described as a perfect 
forest of icebergs. They were drifting 
slowly down from the north, those mys- 
terious regions whence they are borne 
by the Arctic current, which flows close 
by Newfoundland and !argely accounts 
for the rigor of the Newfoundland cli- 
mate. 

=CEBERGS BY THE HUNDRED. 

Stopping to count these icebergs I 
found there were no less than one hun- 
dred and thirty-five huge ones in plain 
view and innumera)le others so small 
that [I took no account of them. Far 
beyond the line of icebergs there was 


effect produced by large masses of floe 
ice in the distance. 

Nor was all the ice seaward. Icebergs 
had drifted in between us and the shore 
and some large ones were stianied, 
and the waves beat against them with 
a surflike roar. In the distance was 
the sea circled heap of rock, which is 
called Belle Isle,—why, it would be im- 
possible to say, for a more grewsome, 
weird, uncanny o!.¢.t is rarely dis-

RACTICAL FARMIN 
STRAWBERRY CULTIVATION. 
Early in the spring is when the new 

strawberry beds should be made, 
ani those who contem; late having them 
cannot prepare the ground too soon. 
It is a fact thet but few farmers, com- 
| paratively, know how to grow straw- 
| berries. It was for a long time be- 
‘lieved that it was difficult and labor- 
ious to grow them, when, in fact, there 
is no crop grown in a garden, that 
can be produced as easily, or which 
| gives such valuable resuits in propor- 
| tion to cost. j hey can be had on every 
farm, and abundantly.

as possitle, and then spread over the 
surface manure to the depth of two 
or three inches, working it well into 
the soil, but before working the ground 
apply also, for an acre, a mixture of 
100 pounds nitrate of soda, 109 pounds 
bone meaJ, and 150 pounds muriate of 
potash.

After the plants are set out 
but little work will he entailed on the 
farmer. As there are new and better 
varieties introduced every year, get 
from some reliable nurseryman two 


kinds—staminate and pistillate, male 
ani female, plants, as the selection of 
varieties depends on whether the soil 
is heavy or light. If for a garden. 
make the rows three feet apart, placing 
the plants one foot a;art in the row. 


Every fourth row should consist of the | 


staminate variety and the others of 
the pistillate kind. A i:atch 25 by 100 
feet would require about 909 plants. 


Use only young plants—runners from 
last spring’s growth—which may be 
known by their rvots being nearly 
white, those of cld plants being dark, 
Set them in straight rows, pressing 
the earth wel! arouni the roots, using 
water, if necessary, being careful not 
to cover the crowns of the plants. 

After the plants begin to grow, use 
the hoe and work between the plants 
well. A hand-wheel hoe may be used 
between the rows, and it will work 
very close to the plants without injur- 
ing them. If the plants are “ checked” 
in the rows—that is, placed in lines 
both lengthwise and crosswise—the or- 
dinary hoe need not be used, as the 
wheel hoe will enable one to do the 
work of several men with hoes. In 
that manner asmall patch can be hoed 
in tifteen minutes or even in less time. 
Do not wait for grass and weeds to ap- 
pear, but keep the soil loose. During 
the summer each plant will throw out 
runners, and soon the bed will be thick- 
ly matted. It wil! be an advantage 
Lhen to cut the stems which connect 
the runners with the parent plants. 
Shonld weeds or grass appear in the 
matted rows pull them out by hand. 
If the matted rows are a foot wide, it 
will leave but a small space between 
the rows to cullivate. If water can be 
applied on a smal! patch during a dry 
spell it will be beneficial. Along in 
the fall, just as winter approaches, cov- 
er the rows with fine manure, and over 
the manure use a light mulch of salt 
hay orstraw. Early in the spring rake 
the bed over, so as to remove the mulch 
and rake the manure fine, leaving the 
mulch between the rows, and after the 
plants are well up use straw or salt 
hay under them, so as to have the ber- 
ries clean. These details are not as 
laborious as they seem for a small plot, 
and if choice varieties are used the ex- 
periment will be very satisfactory. The 
instructions apply to larger areas also 
if heavy yields of choice fruit ara de- 
sired.

WHERE AND HOW TO PLANT 
GRAPES. 


To get the best results the vineyard 
should be planted on high ground, and 
‘warm southern slope. It requires a 
warm, loamy soil, well drained, and a 
porous sulsoil. The soil should not be 
excessively richin nitrogen. Too much 
barnyard manure causes an _ over- 
growth of wood, accompanied by few 
grapes of poor quality. The grape re- 
quires potash and if the soil is not 
strong in potash scatter ashes in the 
vineyard, or supply it by means of com- 
mercia! potash fertilizers. 

The post and wire trellis is the best, 
but should be much higher than it is 
generally mae, at least 4 1-2 ft., with 
the arms of the vines fastened along 
the top wire, which allows the grapes 
to hang beneath a leafy canopy and 
also permits free circulation of air be- | 
neath the foliage. 

Cultivation should be constant and 
tho-ough, |ut stallow, getting much 
sunshine and oxygen in the surface of 
the soil and preventing too great ev- 
aporation of moisture. Ordinarily 
grapes are not pruned as close as they 
should be. It is hard to impress up- 
on the beginner the necessity of very 
close pruning. The old Concord is still 
the leading grape, but it is too often | 
marketed half green. It should bang 
on the vines from two to three weeks 
after it begins to color. The Worden 
is fast pushing its way into popular fav- 
or, and largely as a result of the prac- 
tice ahove mentioned of marketing the 
Concord half ripe, will soon displace | 
the latter in the nearby market. It 
does not ship well. Moore’s Farly and 
Agawam are both profiteble grapes 
when not raised in large quantities, 
Moore's Early for early table use, and 
Agawam to be kept until midwinter 
in cold storage.

KEEPING MICE FROM TREES. { 

I have read lately, writes D. R. Wis- 
el, in several farm papers, the different 
methods used by different men to pre- 
vent the girdling of trees by mice or 
rabbits. One says he banks up around 
the tree, another winds with hay rope, | 
and still another cleans away all dead 
grass and weeds and winds the trees 
with wire screen, and yet the protec- 
tion is not complete. The mice will 
get under or the snow will drift deep 
and the rabbits will get over the pro- 
tection. There is one sure, easy way 
to keep all kinds of vermin away from 
trees, and that is, a thorough applica- 
ticn of soft soap. Scrub the tree from | 
the grount up high enough so that 
the rabbit cannot stand on the drift 
and reach ahove where the soap has 
been applied, and your tree is safe no 
matter how much old grass or weeds, 
or how many mice and rabbits there 
are. And the soap will be a great ben- 
efit to the troe.

HOUSEHOLD. 


LITTLE EELPS IN THE KITCHEN. 


When soaking alt fish it should be 
placed in the water with the skin side 
up to freshen quickly; otherwise the 
salt lodges against the skin and it 
takes longer to become fresh. 

Cucumbers for pickles taken from 
brine will freshen more quickly if cut 
in two. If too small to be cut in two, 
a slice taken from the stem end will 
answer. 

Sometimes pork is too salty to be 
palatable. If so, when it is put to 
cook if it is covered with cold wat- 
er, set over the fire until it boils, 
then removed, drained and fried as 
usual, it will be almost as sweet and 
nicely flavored as when fresh. 

When sifting flour for cake it is 
much handier to sift it onto a paper 
than into a mixing bowl, particularly 
if one sifts it several times,as is us- 
ualiy the case. 

In smoothing flour in milk or water 
to use as thickening for gravies, etc., 
if it is briskly beaten with a fork it 
can be much more quickly and easily 
done than with a spoon. The egg beat- 
er is even better than a fork. 

A nail near the kitchen work table 
on which to hang old papers is a great 
convenience. Having them close at 
hand a folded paper is quickly slipped 
uncer a kettle or hot dish before it 
is set on the table, and many other 
things that soon suggest themselves. 
A folded paper on the ironinz table, 
beside the iron stand on which to 
smooth the freshly heated iron, wi'l 
save much soil and wear from the 
ironing sheet. f 

If necessary to iron clothes soon 
after having been dampened, water as 
hot as one can bear the hand in should 
be used for dampening, a3 the clothes 
will be in better condition for iron- 
ing than when cold water is used. 

An oilcloth covering for cupboard 
and pantry shelves is one of the hest 
time and !a'or savers the busy house- 
keeper can have. They render the fre- 
quent changing of papers unnecessary, 
a daily dusting or an occusional wij ing 
with a damp cloth being all that is 
needed to keep the shelves clean and 
presentable.

SNOW-BOUND AT MOOSE 
JAW. 


A Pittsburger Writes Abeut In- 
teresting Experiences in the 
Nerth-West. 


A friend in Pittsburg sends as the 
following clipping from the Pittsburg 
Dispatch of April 10th :— 


Moore Jaw is the euphonious name 
of an ambitious city of 1,200 people 
(not counting Indians) in the Province 
of Assiniboia, B.C.(?) It ie a railway 
divisional point on the Canadien 
Pacitic and the northwestern terminus 
of the St, Paul & Sault Ste Marie rail- 
road, otherwise known as the “Soo” 
route. 

The name ic that of a small stream 
nearby, and, according to the annotst- 
ed time-table of the railroad, means 
“The creek where the white man 
mended the cart with a moose jaw 
bone.” 

For 48 hours 300 snowbound pxs 
sengere waited for the “white man” not 
to mend our “cart” 
track of the mixture of snow and sand 
thet filled all the cuts for apveral- 
hundred miles and laid all traine off 
not only on the Canadian Pacific but 
on all northern transcontinen‘al lines. 

However, “itis an ill wind that 
blows nobody any good,” and an en. 
forced stay at Moose Jaw gave us a 
rare opportunity to form acquaintance 
with our fellow travellers. We have 
the usua! cosmopolitan character of the 
overland train, but just now ‘the 
Klondykers” largely predominate. In 
four days embracing the blockade ten 
heavy trains on this roate and as many 
more on the Northern Paeific and 
Great Northern have been mainly 
tilled with these venturesome Argo- 
naute. They represent sil classes and 
conditions ae well as all nations of 
mankind. 

“ Klondyker” is the general term 
for all Alaskan gold hunters—not all 
however, are going to the Klondyke 
regicn. On one train is a party of 19 
frown the vicinity of Bay City and 
Seult Ste Marie, in Michigan, who are 
going to t in the American 
streams tributary to the Yuken. They 
are an intelligent body of gentlemen, 
including a physician and a clergyman 
prepared, therefore, for life or death in 
the frozen North. They have an oat- 
tit costing $75,000, including « small 
ateam launch, a saw mill, an electric 
light plant and steam dredges and 
pumps designed to work the river beds 
along the Yukon Valley. They have

Sea Inlands. He is not an admirer of 
missionaries, and judging from some of 
his yarns missionarieg have had little 
occasion to admire him. 

Then last, but not least, we have the 
* journalist.” He lives in San 
Francisco and works in Boston and all 
along the line when things happen. 
He is the jolliest of jolly fellows, can 
eat anything or nothing as circum.

Vancouver is a brisk little city in 
the pine woods of about 15,000 people.

ASYLUMS FOR INSANE. 


The Sacred Temples of Exypt Were the First 
Knewn to Histery. 


The first retreats for the insane men- 
tioned in history were the sacred tem- 


ples of Egypt, where the highest devel- 
opment of moral treatment was prac- 
ticed for the restoration of reason. One 
of the earliest notices of the establish- 
ment of an asylum for the insane is in 
the life of St. Theodosius, who was born 
in the year 423, and died in 529. He es- 
tablished, near Bethlehem, a monas- 
tery, to which were annexed three in- 
firmaries—one for the sick, one for the 
aged and feeble, and the other for such 


as had lost their senses—in which all | 
sucoeors, 8piritua] and temporal, were af- ' 


forded with admira}le order, care and 
affection. In mediaeval Christian- 
times conventual establishments were 
used for similar purposes, but witb 
these exceptions there were no organ- 
ized asylums for the insane until the 
founding of Bethlehem Hospital. This, 
the oldest lunatic asylum in the world, 
with the doubtful exception of one at 
Granada, was originally founded in 
12:7, as a priory in Bishopsgate, its 
mother church being St. Mrry’s of 
Bethlehem, or Bedleem in Wyclif‘s 
spelling. &t is spoken of as a hospit- 
al for lunatics in 1472, and as such 
it was granted a! the dissolution to 
the Mayor an: citizens of London, be- 
ing incorporated as a roya) foundation 
im 1547.
